Let ’em all in! 


Tony Blair told us last month what we 
already knew, but it was still interesting to 
get it from the horse’s mouth: he has 
completely given up on trying to stem the 
flood of people now coming into Britain 
from Africa. 

In an extraordinary four-page article in 
The Economist just after Christmas, the 
Prime Minister said that trying to shut the 
country’s borders to mass immigration from 
Africa was ‘utterly futile’.

“Famine in Africa will affect our coun- 
tries because it will be a trigger for mass 
migration.” 


So now no one in this country should be 
in any further doubt. Only nine months after 
promising to tighten up on immigration 
controls, our Premier has revealed the real 
truth. He is not even going to try to stop 
hordes more Africans coming in. He has 
simply hoisted the white flag. 


Nationalist comment 


Let us be in no doubt as to what this 
means. Quite apart from the appalling racial 
consequences to this country of the Blair 
policy, there is in the case of people from 
Africa the additional threat of a huge upsurge 
in AIDS. Recent reports have revealed that 
AIDS cases involving heterosexually- ac- 
quired HIV have increased fivefold in 
Britain over the past decade to a new level of 
3,800 a year — an enormous new burden on 
our already groaning health service. And of 
these infections it is estimated that 90 per 
cent have been acquired overseas, mainly in 
Africa. 

Just where are these people going to be 
put? Pardon a little facetiousness over an 
issue so deadly serious but how about 
starting by housing some of them in Mr. 
Blair’s newly acquired £3 million-plus 
London property? 


HM toes the party line 


Perhaps we should not be surprised that a 
major theme in the Queen’s Christmas 
message was a plea for greater understanding 
between religious and racial groups in 
Britain. Her Majesty is always under 
enormous pressure to observe the current 
orthodoxy of the day and placate the ruling 
government. On this occasion, Palace 
officials were at pains to stress that her 
choice of subject and words were her own, 
and were not dictated by politicians — which 
suggests a little “protesting too much,” as 
Shakespeare would have termed it. Of 
course, as in all régimes where the ‘party 
line’ is rigidly regulated, individuals become 
so well house-trained that they get to know 
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just what it is good for them to say and what 
not. We should not therefore take this declar- 
ation too much to heart. 

Of course, the idea of greater under- 
standing between different religions and 
races is not necessarily contrary to that of an 
acknowledgement of racial differences and a 
belief in the desirability of ultimate racial 
separation. What is wrong in Britain today is 
the presence of a huge number and variety of 
racial outsiders in our midst. ‘Understand- 
ing’ other races is fine so long as it does not 
contradict awareness of that wrong and 
weaken the resolve to correct it. We wonder 
whether Her Majesty had this in mind when 
she composed her address. 

There was rather an amusing sequel to 
this Christmas Day speech. Just afterwards, 
Prince Harry was at a party when a young 
lady started questioning him, quite politely it 
appears, about his latest girlfriend. “I under- 
stand she’s Zimbabwean,” the lady cooed. 
The Prince quickly retorted: “Oh, but she 
isn’t black or anything like that!” Perhaps a 
word from Grandma might have followed. It 
would have been fascinating at that moment 
to have been a fly on the wall! 


Exploiting human tragedy 


The tsunami disaster in Southern Asia, 
which may end up causing a quarter of a 
million deaths, is a human catastrophe over 
which worldwide sympathy should be 
natural and spontaneous and should — in this 
case — override barriers of race. That can be 
stated beyond question. 

But nevertheless, we should not be 
inhibited by the prevailing atmosphere of 
grief from making one or two comments 
about things that the disaster has highlighted 
among our own chattering classes here in 
Britain. 

To begin with, it is fair to say that media 
coverage of events and their aftermath was 
grossly excessive when measured alongside 
coverage of other important news coming to 
notice at the same time. TV news bulletins 
and reports and commentaries in the papers 
went completely overboard in their allo- 
cation of space. In some papers the first eight 
or nine pages were devoted exclusively to 
the disaster, while TV news reports would 
grind on for half an hour or more before any 
other news was even given a sniff. This 
illustrates a woeful lack of proportion. 
Appalling though the tragedy and the scale 
of death were, the world does have to carry 
on; and important events of other kinds do 
demand attention. 

The other feature of the catastrophe was 
that, as with so many events of its kind, it 
provided an unwelcome stage for every little 
bleeding heart and professional “humanit- 
arian’ to engage in indecent exhibitions of 
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personal conscience before the world’s TV 
cameras and in the press. In this respect, 
behaviour was similar to that following the 
death of Princess Diana in 1997. In the case 
of Britain it revealed, again, a universal 
weeping and wailing repulsively alien to the 
national character on which we used to pride 
ourselves. One of the silliest outbursts was 
that of the Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
proclaimed that the disaster had made him 
question his belief in God. Surely, that belief 
could not have been very strong for it to be 
thus shaken — has not history provided ample 
parallels, some of which are documented in 
the Bible? It all leads one to suspect that the 
good Archbishop was just looking for some- 
thing to say, when dignified restraint might 
have been more appropriate. 

And of course, the disaster provided a 
perfect opportunity for the apostles of inter- 
nationalism. The fact that it resulted in the 
deaths of people of almost every nationality, 
and thus occasioned mourning in almost 
every country, was eagerly seized upon by 
those who never tire of telling us that our 
world is constantly shrinking and that we all 
now belong to a ‘global village’. 

Of course, mature observation tells us 
that the post-tsunami world is exactly the 
same as it was before, that the tragedy has 
not changed it in the slightest and that that 
tragedy is just the latest of a great number of 
similar ones that occur from time to time 
across history. Sympathy and mourning are 
entirely appropriate, but this should be 
balanced by an adult and manly restraint. 


What is at stake 
in the Ukraine 


Was the first Ukrainian presidential 
election in November, which resulted in 
pro-Russian candidate Viktor Yanukovich 
getting elected, rigged or not? Is it true that 
Yanukovich’s followers actually did poison 
rival candidate Viktor Yushenko? 

Certain answers to these questions are 
not available, but there is one thing that can 
be said with assurance. Two sets of forces of 
. world importance were clashing in that 
election. On the one hand, there were the 
forces of globalism and international finance, 
which were determined to secure a Yush- 
enko victory. On the other, there were the 
forces of nationalism and tradition, which 
sought to curb the globalisers’ outreach in 
Eastern Europe and build a counter-power to 
the US-dominated New World Order, now 
extending its tentacles into those areas 
formerly constituting the Soviet Bloc. 

The term ‘nationalism’ should be clarif- 
ied here. The Western media, almost in 
unison, have depicted the conflict in the 
- Ukraine as one. involving that country’s

‘independence’, suggesting that the Yush- 
enko camp stood on the side of national 
freedom and the Yanukovich camp stood 
against it. This might suggest that nation- 
alists should be sympathetic to the former; 
but this supposition would be wrong. 

Mark Almond, writing in the Mail on 
Sunday of 2nd January, was refreshingly 
frank in stating the real scenario. In an article 
headed ‘If the Cold War is over, why did the 
CIA buy the Ukraine election?’ he detailed 
some of the huge American involvement in 
the contest, saying that groups in the United 
States funnelled at least £50 million to pro- 
Yushenko organisations — more than the 
total spent on the British 2001 general 
election by all the parties combined! And he 
went on to say that:- 


“If Russia was pouring equivalent sums 
into elections in Ireland or Belgium, there 
would be an international outcry.” 


There was, of course, an international 
outcry, loudly orchestrated by the Western 
media, about supposed malpractices on the 
Yanukovich side. But did their opponents 
have clean hands? In the subsequent re-run 
of the election in December, which brought 
victory to the Western-supported Yushenko 
party, there was much evidence that they did 
not. According to Almond... 


“ 


. people controlling many polling 
stations were wearing Yushenko’s orange 
party colours! Would you trust a polling 
station run by New Labour members or 
Conservatives in rosettes? 

“Sometimes dubious results backing the 
Bad Guy are queried while similar 
problems in regions voting for the 
Western candidate are ignored.” 


The reality is that the ethics involved in 
this Ukrainian elections are much more 
mixed and confused than appear on the 
surface. But much more important are the 
particular powers and forces at work in them. 
That the CIA and other US-based bodies 
should be interfering in these internal affairs 
should be a cause of deep concern. And 
though we here in Britain would be right to 
take the view that what happens in the 
Ukraine and among Ukrainians is their 
business, we should be pondering on just 
how far this CIA involvement in politics 
around the world extends. Do the CIA and 
other such groups have their fingers in the 
politics of our own country, using huge 
funds to support the parties favourable to US 
(more correctly, Zionist) hegemony and 
hostile to national sovereignty and 
independence? It is not a wild and fanciful 
question but one that should be thoroughly 
concentrating our minds.

Latest round to the IRA 


We in this magazine have always had a 
soft spot for the Rev. Ian Paisley. He is one 
of the few real men in the House of 
Commons; and he is undoubtedly a patriot.

Political correctness backfires! 

Scotland Yard recently commissioned a 
model agency to produce a recruiting poster 
showing respectable-looking officers on 
parade, three out of five of them being ‘éth- 
nics’. All very proper. 

Until one cop recognised a black model 
as being a man he had arrested for mugging 
some years back. Oops! ‘ 
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FOR THE SECOND TIME in no more than 16 months. 
Spearhead editor and British National Party founder 
John Tyndall has been expelled from the BNP. A discip- 
linary tribunal set up on the authority of present party 
chairman Nick Griffin and presided over by his chief 
henchman Tony Lecomber delivered a ‘guilty’ verdict 
and a unanimous decision in favour of the expulsion of 
Mr. Tyndall following an examination of thirteen charges 
at a hearing in Essex on December 4th. 

Mr. Tyndall was acquitted by the tribunal on one of the 
charges, while a verdict of ‘not proven’ was given in respect 
of five more. He was found guilty on the remain- ing seven. 
Which were:- 


@ That he had published in Spearhead a notice announ- 
cing the formation of the Spearhead Support Group 
(later renamed the Spearhead Group). Which precise 
words in this advertisement which constituted a 
disciplinary ‘offence’ are unclear, but the advertise- 
ment appeared on page 21 of the April 2004 issue, 
and readers are recommended to look up their back 
copies in order to examine it. 

®@ That he had published in the December 2003 issue of 
Spearhead a booklist containing titles which it was 
deemed might cause the BNP to be associated with 
Holocaust Revisionism, Mosley Fascism, German 
Nazism and Terrorism. 


® That he had published in the May 2004 issue of 
Spearhead an article severely critical of the BNP’s 
adoption of a Jewish candidate for a local govern- 
ment by-election in Epping Forest, Essex. Because of 
his arguments in this article in opposition to the 
adoption Mr. Tyndall was accused of ‘anti-Semit- 
ism’, which was deemed by the prosecution to be 
“completely indefensible in modern politics.” 


@ That he had published in the February 2004 issue of 
Spearhead advertisements for the books The Up- 
rising (by Colin Jordan) and The Turner Diaries (by 
Andrew McDonald, otherwise known as Dr. William L. 
Pierce). It was deemed that by publishing these items 
Mr. Tyndall was causing the BNP to be associated 
with ‘Nazism’ and ‘terrorism’. 


@ That he had published in the June 2003 issue of 


Spearhead an article ‘On the Crucial Question of 
Power’, which was deemed in parts to be ‘pro-Nazi’. 


@ That he had published in the October 2003 issue of 
Spearhead and later kept posted on the magazine’s 
website an article ‘The Problem is Mr. Griffin’, which 
was deemed to amount to “the spreading of false and 
malicious rumours” against the BNP chairman. 


@ That on 11th July 2004, at a meeting in Leeds, he had 
shared a platform with persons ‘proscribed’ by the 
party.

seven charges by stating that, as Spearhead was an 
independent magazine, he had the sole prerogative as 
proprietor and editor in deciding its content, whether 
this related to advertisements or articles. He pointed out 
that the magazine had always been independent of the 
BNP, but that since he had ceased to occupy any 
position in the party whatever (which was the case from 
September 1999) this independence had become under- 
lined by becoming political as well as legal. He also 
pointed out that the separation of magazine and party 
had been further underlined after he had removed, at the 
end of 2002 and at the request of the party chairman, all 
lists previously advertising the party’s book section and 
the customary advertisement for the party itself which 
had been a regular feature on the back page of every 
issue. He stated that neither the party nor its chairman 
had any lawful control whatsoever over the magazine, 
and therefore no right to dictate its contents to him. 

This did not mean that he accepted the validity of 
charges relating to associations with ‘Nazism’ or ‘anti- 
Semitism’ in respect of advertisements or articles but 
only that any such charges fell at first base because of 
the realities of ownership and control and his prerog- 
atives as the magazine’s proprietor and editor. 

In reply to the charge of “spreading false and malic- 
ious rumours” against Mr. Griffin, Mr. Tyndall insisted 
that such acts could not possibly be offences in the 
rules of any association; that in political parties people 
attack other people; that far worse attacks had been 
made by Tony Lecomber against him (Tyndall) without 
any disciplinary action being taken; and that those who 
felt they had been slandered or libelled by others had 
recourse to the courts of law if they so wished. 

Mr. Tyndall told the tribunal that rules of proscription 
within any unincorporated association could not lawfully 
extend to dictating to members with which persons they 
may associate at times and on occasions not under the 
association’s auspices. 

It is noteworthy that of the thirteen ‘offences’ with 
which Mr. Tyndall was originally charged, ten related to 
acts that occurred in or before February 2004; yet no 
charges connected with these acts were made before 
the 26th September 2004. It is further noteworthy that 
these charges were issued a relatively short time after 
Mr. Tyndall had formally announced his intention to 
challenge Nick Griffin for the party leadership, this 
announcement being made in July 2004. 

Mr. Tyndall has lodged an official appeal against his 
expulsion, as provided for in Section 6(10) of the BNP 
Constitution. Should this fail, the matter will be taken to 
a court of law by means of application for judicial 
review. A similar action was taken in October 2003, but 
Mr. Griffin pre-empted it going to court by way of an 
out-of-court settlement whereby Mr. Tyndall’s expulsion 
was quashed and he reinstated.

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A day in New Labou 
Soviet Republic 


WE were just leaving a Christmas social, 
organised by the Spearhead Group. The 
place was Blackburn, Lancs. It was the 
late afternoon of the 12th December, and 
I was being taken by two friends in their 
car back to their home a few miles away, 
where they had been putting me up for 
the weekend. 

A police car was spotted through the 
rear-view mirror. Was it tailing us? It was. 
A minute or two later we were waved down. 
Had my host been exceeding the speed 
limit? It looked as if it could be something 
like this when he was asked to get out of the 
car. But no! A minute or two after that, I 
was asked to get out. By now another car 
had come on the scene. Two plain-clothes 
police officers approached me, obtained 
confirmation of my name and told me I was 
under arrest in connection with a speech I 
had made in Burnley back in March, parts 
of which had been shown in the TV docu- 
mentary Secret Agent in July. 

Most readers will remember that docu- 
mentary. A disgusting creature of an under- 
cover journalist had insinuated himself into 
a British National Party meeting by posing 
as a party supporter. Using a concealed 
camera, he had filmed the meeting as well 
as filming other party scenes across Lanca- 
shire and Yorkshire. A few extracts of my 
Burnley speech were shown in the pro- 
gramme. 

I was informed that I was being taken to 
Halifax, in West Yorkshire, for questioning 
(i.e. interrogation) concerning the speech. 
During the journey down the M62 the two 
officers, who I must acknowledge were not 
personally hostile, told me enough to make 
it clear to me that my arrest was only a part 
of a major operation, involving a large 
number of officers and extending over 
several months, all with the object of ascer- 
taining whether there was enough evidence 
for me and others to be charged with 
offences under the ‘race hatred’ section of 
the Public Order Act.

the composition of the audience I felt it was 
safe to assume that no one listening to the 
speech would be thus influenced on racial 
matters one way or the other. Almost 
everyone present was assumed to have the 
same views already on such matters as I did, 
and should it transpire that the audience had 
been infiltrated by hostile elements (which

according to the new PC code (pardon the 
pun), which does not recognise sex differ- 
ences! 

In the first part of the exercise I had to 
watch the entirety of the secretly filmed 
video of my Burnley speech made by the 
KGB - sorry, BBC — agent. This was in 
order that I may have fresh in memory any 
parts over which I would be interrogated. 
After this the interrogation began. 


‘RACIALLY INFLAMMATORY’ 


Needless to say, the questions centred 
on those passages which our lords and 
masters think might be deemed ‘racially 
inflammatory’. I said straight away that the 
speech was made to what I regarded as a 
closed audience, that is to say one consist- 
ing entirely of BNP members or supporters. 
It was a BNP branch meeting, not a public 
one. Those at the door had the right, on 
security grounds, to refuse entry to anyone 
they chose, a very necessary procedure at all 
such party meetings. I said that because of 


happened, as it turned out), it might like- 
wise be assumed that such people’s views 
would not be changed by anything I said. 
The interrogator kept, as in the manner 
of prosecuting counsel in court, trying to put 
me on the spot by asking me to consider 
whether someone in the audience might, as 
a result of something I said, be prompted to 
go out after the meeting and commit some 
violent act on a person or property belong- 
ing to one of the ethnic minorities. I replied 
saying that no speaker, anywhere, can abso- 
lutely guarantee that there would not be 
some unbalanced individual in his audience 
who could commit such an act subsequently 
— though trying to tie the act to the speech 
would be exceedingly difficult by all normal 
criteria of justice; also that such a contin- 
gency could occur following any kind of 
speech by any kind of speaker, not necess- 
arily one talking about race. I was as 
confident as it was possible to be that my 
audience on this occasion comprised sane 
and rational people who would not run out 


afterwards and break the law. However, if 
every speaker — on whatever subject — had 
to allow for the odd exception to this rule, 
nothing strong on any subject could ever by 
said on a platform anywhere. Free speech 
would come to an end. 

The sergeant quizzed me on my words 
about Tory leader Michael Howard (indeed 
the main thrust of my Burnley speech was 
in the way of a reply to a speech by Howard 
in the same town a short time before). 
Howard had come to Burnley specifically to 
attack the BNP, and I had taken it upon 
myself to counter-attack. 

I was asked whether my reference to 
Howard as ‘Hecht’ (his family’s real name) 
had undertones of racial incitement. I 
replied that I just had a personal dislike of 
people who unnecessarily changed their 
names. Whilst such a practice could be 
excused in the case of someone on a witness 
protection programme, it was generally 
unacceptable. What, the interviewer asked, 
if the person in question was merely trying 
to integrate himself better with the host 
community? Quite the contrary, I replied: I 
Saw it as merely that person’s attempt to 
assume a disguise, to pretend he was some- 
thing he was not. At that point the good 
Sergeant — actually quite an agreeable 
fellow — evidently decided that this line of 
questioning had become exhausted. 


ASIANS AND THE RIOTS 


Attention was drawn to a reference in 
my speech to the Burnley riots of 2001 
being the work of the local Asians, not the 
Whites. Surely this was ‘racist’! My reply 
was that I was simply stating a very self- 
evident fact. Was I referring to a// the local 
Asians? No, only some of them, I said. But, 
the questioner retorted, I had referred to 
“the Asians.” That implicated the whole 
community. Surely it is recognised, I 
replied, that every speaker is permitted the 
occasional use of shorthand: if he qualified 
everything he said with sub-clauses it would 
not be a speech. Besides, I went on, what 
about Mr. Howard’s speech when he 
referred to the BNP as “a gang of thugs 
dressed up as a political party”? Should that 
be taken to mean that he regarded every 
single BNP member as a thug? Again, here 
was a speaker just employing his own 
particular brand of shorthand. Thereupon 
the Sergeant again changed the subject. 

These are just a few of the points in the 
questioning that I can recall. No doubt, 
every little phrase and sentence is being 
intricately scrutinised by an army of lawyers 
just as these words are typed into my 
(temporarily hired) computer, of which 
more anon. It is a flattering thought, though 
one mixed with outrage at the public 
expense involved. 

I was eventually released some time 


between 10 and 11 p.m. The Sergeant, as 
was perfectly proper and no more than my 
due, was about to drive me back to the 
location in Lancashire where I had been 
staying. Then just as we were leaving 
Halifax he received a call on his car phone 
from his superior, who in hectoring tones (I 
was within earshot) told him that police 
resources could not be spared for such a 
journey and that I should be dumped in 
Halifax. As it was, I had a friend in nearby 
Leeds who took the trouble to come over, 
pick me up and then take me to another 
friend in Leeds, who was able to put me up 
for the night. This was just my good fortune: 
had I had no such friends on call, I would 
presumably have had to spend the night in 
one of the police cells and then be let out 
onto the street in Halifax the next morning, 
presumably (again) to find my own way, at 
my own expense, to where I had to go. This 
would have been back to Lancashire again 
because I had to pick some personal belong- 
ings that had been left at the home of my 
hosts. As it turned out, one of my Leeds 
friends helped out again — though not at the 
police’s expense, as should have been. 

The concern of the Sergeant’s superior 
about the use of police resources was 
touching from the taxpayer’s point of view 
— when measured against the total cost of 
the operation aimed against the so-called 
‘racists’, which I am informed has been 
going on for many months and has involved 
great numbers of officers of all ranks. 
Remember, I had not been charged, let 
alone convicted, of any offence. I was being 
subjected to a lot of damned inconvenience 
over the Sunday and Monday; and yet it was 
apparently too costly and too much trouble 
for the police to return me to where I had 
been picked up hours earlier. Were I a 
suspected illegal immigrant, I would almost 
certainly have been treated better! 

The one bright feature of this affair was 
the comradely concern for my welfare shown 
by my friends in the North of England and 
elsewhere, some of whom put themselves to 
considerable trouble to help me in various 
ways. Let me take this opportunity to thank 
them. 


RAID ON HOME 


While all this was going on, more than 
200 miles away another scene of the drama 
was being enacted. Simultaneously to my 
arrest up north, a police raid was taking 
place at my home in Hove, on the Sussex 
coast. In the early evening seven — yes, 
seven! — officers appeared at our door. From 
my wife’s later account, two were youngish 
WPCs from the local station. The other five 
— all male — had come down from York- 
shire, where all this massive operation is 
centred. I understand that female officers 
are mandatory when there are women (two 


in this case and one of very senior years) in 
the house. The one appearing to lead the 
raid was quite polite and not unfriendly, as 
was one of his colleagues. The other three, 
resembling ‘terminator’ types in physique 
and manner, just glowered and looked 
threatening but did not appear to do very 
much. The operation could easily have been 
carried out with half the manpower; but 
perhaps intimidation of two women is part 
of the establishment’s ‘anti-racist’ policy — 
a régime which seems powerless to deal 
with murder, rape and robbery just showing 
that it can act ‘tough’ when the occasion 
demands! 

The police took away my computer and 
several floppy disks and CDs. I cannot for 
the life of me see what evidence of wrong- 
doing these could have provided. Did they 
expect to find documentation relating to 
planned bomb outrages or assassinations? 
The arrest and investigation were occasioned 
by a speech I had made. The evidence of the 
speech was on the video I had been shown 
back in Halifax. What more was needed? 

Whilst the items seized were totally 
irrelevant to this matter, their seizure has 
most certainly put me to considerable 
inconvenience. Since the items are likely to 
be in police custody for several months, I 
have had to order a new computer, and in 
the meantime hire one while awaiting its 
delivery. I somehow think that if I send the 
bill to West Yorkshire police it will be 
ignored (though, remember again, I have 
not yet been charged or convicted over 


anything). 


LEANING ON DISSIDENTS 


No doubt, all this disruption of my and 
others’ work schedule was part of the 
intention of the powers that be. If they do 
not get convictions against me or anyone 
else in the BNP, they will give us no small 
hassle; they will (they hope) earn a few 
brownie points with the ‘ethnic’ lobbies; 
and they will demonstrate their firm comm- 
itment to the upholding of law and order! In 
this way do the pygmies of politics, who 
have almost totally lost any real grip of the 
country, puff themselves up to quite ludi- 
crous proportions and show everyone that 
they are ‘doing’ something. Also, of course, 
an objective is to strike new fear into 
anyone who might wish to question the 
doctrines of the multi-racial New Order. 

I now understand that similar actions 
were taken against others connected with 
the BNP, including the party’s chairman. 
We must now await developments with 
regard to any possible charges. 

So ended a couple of days in the life of 
New Labour’s Soviet Republic. Now, as 
you will see, snoops are employed, by the 
régime to infiltrate meetings of dissidents.

These snoops are equipped with hidden 
video cameras and sound-recording gear so 
that they can take down any politically 
subversive utterances by those present. 
After the secret police and their hired 
lawyers have studied the ‘evidence’ and 
considered the gravity of the crimes, arrests 
are made of the allegedly guilty persons 


while their homes are raided and necessary 
work items are confiscated for as long as the 
régime pleases. We are perhaps not yet at 
the stage of hard labour in the Arctic Circle 
for those judged to have transgressed, but 
we are well on the way there, and the 
principles at stake are essentially the same. 
In the meantime, newspaper writers and 
broadcasters daily serenade us with soothing 
words about how lucky we are to live ina 
land of ‘freedom’ and of how necessary it is 


for our wonderful ‘democracy’ to be 
safeguarded! 

Perhaps the last word should be granted 
to the leader writer of The Daily Telegraph, 
who on the 15th December commented:- 

“The police say that, since July, a team 

of officers has been working 10 hours a 

day, five days a week, watching videos 

handed to them by the BBC. Is there so 

little crime in West Yorkshire that they 

have nothing better to do with their 

time?” 


ENEMY FINGER 
IN THE PIE 


AS can be seen from the report on page 4 
of this issue, last month I was expelled 
from the British National Party for the 
second time in 16 months. The charges 
were as ludicrous this time as they were 
the previous time. Then I took legal action 
to obtain reinstatement, and I was 
successful: to avoid the matter going to 
court and very big costs being incurred, 
party chairman Nick Griffin agreed to an 
out-of-court settlement whereby the 
expulsion was annulled and my member- 
ship restored. As it was, the action was 
expensive: due to a procedural error by 
my solicitors in notifying Mr. Griffin of 
the application for judicial review of the 
case, the judge hearing the costs appli- 
cation ruled that each party to the dispute 
pay its own costs. A total bill of over 
£12,000 resulted from this fiasco, which 
was split roughly equally. The cause of 
Nationalism in Britain, never abounding 
in affluence, was that much the poorer for 
Mr. Griffin’s folly. 

Just what the costs will amount to in the 
new action which I have been forced to 
institute over this latest expulsion remains to 
be seen, but the affair will not be dealt with 
cheaply. No one regrets more than I do the 
fact that loyal Nationalists will again be 
asked to dig into their pockets to pay, but the 
dispute has not been of my making. I never 
had Mr. Griffin expelled; he has had me 
expelled — twice! 

A study of the history of Nick Griffin’s 
involvement in nationalist politics indicates 
that he gets rather a kick out of expelling 
people — or, if not that, proscribing them — 
which amounts to almost the same thing. In 
our October 2003 issue we took a look at a 
document titled Attempted Murder, of which 
Mr. Griffin was the main author. This chron- 
icled the internal quarrels that convulsed the 
National Front in 1986, in which he (Griffin) 
stood right at the centre. As a sample of 
paranoia it takes some beating; and it should 
be studied by everyone who wants to arrive 
at some understanding of the troubles now 
besetting the BNP. Attempted Murder can be

But this would only touch at the surface 
of these troubles. There is much more that is

needed to explain what is now going on in 
our party than the personality of Chairman 
Nick. We need to step back for a moment 
and focus on the bigger picture. This is 
important because, from the many letters and 
e-mails that I receive from nationalists 
around the country, I sense that an awful lot 
of people are utterly confused. The political 
climate in Britain is now more favourable to 
us than it has ever been. Despite the disapp- 
ointments of last June’s round of elections, 
both European and municipal, we are still 
getting some hugely encouraging votes. We 
should be on the crest of a wave of high 
morale and optimism, with our ranks united 
and our tails up. Yet the BNP is racked with 
internal division and widespread demoral- 
isation — a truth which is only superficially 
concealed by the upbeat ‘spin’ that comes 
from official publications and bulletins. 


Suspensions and expulsions 

Right now, one of the party’s best 
organisers in the South of England is under 
suspension, with his branch virtually in a 
state of limbo — only a probable five months 
from a vital general election. Another 
excellent organiser, in the East Midlands, 
has just been expelled (welcome to the 
club!). A leading activist in the London area 
only reported to me just before Christmas the 
alarming state of dissatisfaction among 
members throughout the capital and its 


repetition, over which I hope readers will 
bear with me. The repetition must begin with 
some words quoted in these pages in our 
March 1999 issue. They come from a report 
in The Express newspaper published on 18th 
February of that year, and they read:- 

“Scotland Yard and MIS are planning a 
huge covert operation to break up violent 
racist organisations. The Express has 
learned that intelligence officers will 
infiltrate far Right groups such as the 
British National Party. 
“Other officers will tap telephones, open 
mail and scrutinise bank accounts and 
medical records. ‘We plan to close down 
these organizations by using every 
administrative device available to us,’ 
said a Yard source.” 

I believe that we must constantly keep 
these words in the forefront of our minds if 
we are to make sense of what has been 
happening to our party in the near six years 
that have followed. And it is perhaps the 
right place and moment for a further quote:- 


“More recently, as the National Front 
declined to a mere rump, the British 
National Party (BNP) has been seen as 
more dangerous. By the early 1990s MIS 
had successfully recruited or turned 
several agents inside the BNP.” 


These words come from a book Defend- 
ing the Realm, by Mark Hollingsworth and 
Nick Fielding, published by Andre Deutsch 
in 1999. I have no way of ascertaining the 


sources of the writers’ information, but I 
have to presume that they carried out 
considerable research into the workings of 
MI5, the Establishment’s main internal 
security service, and would have had no 
reason to invent their claim. They are almost 
certainly no friends of the BNP and would 
not have made it to do us any favours. 

This aside, the claim gives all the appear- 
ance of fitting logically into the picture of 
what has been happening in the party. Taken 
in conjunction with the words of the Scot- 
land Yard spokesman reported in The 
Express newspaper, they present a scenario 
that should at once sound loud warning bells 
and enlighten us as to what our enemies are 
doing. For myself, I can see no rhyme or 
reason in the conflicts we have had in the 
BNP without such forces at work — and this 
applies not only to our party but to other 
nationalist organisations, past and present, 
where similar internal trouble has been 
constantly visible. In one case, in the 
National Front in the 1970s, I was able to 
observe the same pattern: recurring inter- 
necine quarrels and splits, which seemed to 
break out, not when there was organisational 
and political failure, but at the moments of 
greatest success, when in theory morale 
should have been high and unity at its 
strongest. 


Internal subversion 

These experiences of years ago led me to 
give a good deal of study and thought to the 
question of internal subversion of dissident 
political groups carried out by the state and 
other hostile agencies. The phenomenon is 
not new, and it is not confined to Britain; in 
fact it has been a recognised technique of 
political warfare for centuries. Neither 
should we imagine that it targets only our 
side of the political spectrum. The writers of 
Defending the Realm affirm that it is 
practised against radical left-wing organis- 
ations, most notably of all the IRA but also 
cranky fringe groups like the Socialist 
Workers’ Party. 

The infiltrator is an animal of which most 
nationalists are aware, but many have only 
the sketchiest idea of his chief function. 
There is often talk of “enemy plants’ working 
to get inside information, but where this 
occurs it is only for the purpose of that 
information being used in much more 
destructive designs. At the end of the day, 
nationalist political parties like the BNP are 
absolutely legal: unlike terrorist groups, they 
have nothing to hide. Not a single one of 
their activities is secret. The infiltrator, 
whether state or other, can obtain no in- 
formation about these activities that his 
controllers do not already know about 
because of their completely open nature. 

The principal function of the infiltrator in 
a nationalist political group that operates 


within the law (and nearly all do) is to 
promote internal sabotage. This can best be 
done by encouraging the formation of rival 
factions, in conflict with one another over 
matters of leadership or policy. Here there is 
almost always ready-made fuel for the 
saboteur. 

Radical organisations tend by their

nature to be fractious. They attract indiv- 
iduals with strong opinions, sometimes 
amounting to obsessions. This fractiousness 
is most common on the left, where ideo- 
logical arguments that would appear to us 
ridiculously nit-picking in their proportions 
can become the subject of passionate and 
raging quarrels. On our side of politics 
conflicts of this kind are less common, 
though far from unknown. In the early to 
mid-1980s a group gained ascendancy in the 
National Front which pushed hard and 
persistently for the adoption of what came to 
be known as ’Strasserite’ policies. This 
appellation was taken from a rebel faction in 
Hitler’s National Socialist Party in Germany 
led by the brothers Otto and Gregor Strasser, 
which sought to combine a kind of civic 
Nationalism with social and economic 
doctrines that were little short of Bolshev- 
ist. At the time all this was happening, I and 
people of like mind to me had parted 
company with the official Front over matters 
in no way connected with it, but we were still 
hoping for the fractured marriage to be 
repaired and the party united again. I noted 
that those most vociferous in their advocacy 
of the ’Strasser’ line of thought were the 
most obdurately resistant to such a reuni- 


fication, resorting to ideological pettifogging 
as an excuse for their self-entrenchment 
rather than focusing on the bigger picture. At 
the time I thought of them, politically 
speaking, as immature schoolboys who had a 
lot of growing up to do: their political ideas 
were shallow, sloppily thought out and very 
easy to demolish in debate. What I did not 
consider seriously enough then — though I 
did later — was that there could be some 
method in their evident silliness, and that 
‘Strasserite’ politics could well have been 
some skilfully conceived wedge driven into 
the remnants of the former NF in order to 
ensure its continued division. 


Unnecessary divide 


However, a much more obvious and 
easily available pretext for division within 
nationalism has always been the disagree- 
ment between what, for simplification, we 
might call the ‘hard-liners’ and the ‘modern- 
isers’ within the movement. I have always 
regarded this conflict as grossly exaggerated 
in substance and wholly unnecessary when 
measured beside the strategic imperatives 
confronting us. 

In all politics there is the ever-present 
debate as to ways and means: whether to 
present objectives in strident, uncompro- 
mising tones or to employ the ‘soft sell’, the 
soothing, moderately worded approach that 
will encounter the fewest objectors. To a 
great extent, divisions over these matters are 
rooted in the differing personal characters of 
those who argue them. There are those of the 
born warrior outlook, who will tend naturally 
towards the fighting approach which brooks 
no compromise; and there are the natural 
conciliators, who will forever be seeking 
gentler methods because their temperaments 
can conceive no other way. 

I have long believed that the course of 
practical politics demands a fusion of the 
two instincts: that of the fighter and that of 
the diplomat, wisdom lying in recognising 
the moments and situations in which one or 
the other is called for, and deciding accord- 
ingly. A movement with an excess of warrior 
qualities over the qualities of the conciliator 
will rush blindly into political action that is 
often ill-conceived and _ self-destructive, 
while one in which these attributes exist in 
reverse measure will atrophy and wither on 
the vine because of a shortage of courage, 
motivation and will. 

When all is said and done, I believe that it 
has to be the code and approach of the fighter 
that must prevail over that of the conciliator; 
but the fighter must be one with the discern- 
ment to accept the need for conciliatory 
methods when the situation calls for them. 
Here we who like to think of ourselves as 
fighters must be aware of instincts within us 
which sometimes need curbing, and to curb

them when required. Here we have the 
fusion that makes for the soldier-politician, 
of whom Caesar, Napoleon and Marlborough 
were outstanding examples. 

On the other hand, human nature being 
what it is, it is only rarely that life’s born 
conciliators can overcome their innermost 
instincts and face a real fight when fighting 
is the only option. 

And as with individuals, it is the same 
with ideologies, which tend to conform to 
individual bent. An ideology of firmness and 
strength should be able to incorporate the 
gentler virtues and practise them when needs 
demand. But an ideology rooted in weakness 
can never summon firmness and strength 
that simply are not there. 


Recipe for splits 

This is a bit of a diversion but, I hope, a 
useful one in identifying potential sources of 
conflict in a political movement. Between 
people of goodwill there is reasoned thought 
and discussion over the respective tactical 
viewpoints; but to the would-be wrecker 
these viewpoints, instead of being reconciled 
in synthesis, present a perfect recipe for 
internal quarrels resulting in factions and 
splits. 

Again and again, I have seen this happen 
in nationalist organisations; and again and 
again I have come to the conclusion that 
somewhere, in each case, there is an external 
agency stoking the fires of conflict where 
common sense, and a focus on the greater 
common good, could have avoided it. I 
believe that just such an external agency — 
indeed more than just one — has been present 
in the divisions which over recent years have 
convulsed the British National Party. 

It is at this point that we should focus on 

a third type that is to be found in 
organisations. This type has instincts neither 
towards the ‘hard-line’ nor ‘soft-line’ app- 
roach but is in the struggle for essentially 
egotistical reasons — and sometimes also 
mercenary ones. To this type, arguments 
about ‘hard-line’ or ‘soft-line’ politics have 
only one utility and one criterion: do they 
advance or retard his own personal ambit- 
ions? He can be at one moment the hard-line 
fundamentalist and the very next moment the 
soft-line ‘moderniser’ according to tactical 
requirements — the tactical requirements 
always being not those of the party but purely 
his own. 
This type, again, is putty in the hands of the 
would-be wrecker. His ego and ambition can 
be so easily exploited by cunning manip- 
ulation which sets him against others with 
whom he should be working in dedication to 
a common cause. Knowingly or not, he helps 
the party’s enemies admirably. I have seen 
the type surface constantly. 
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T IS not right for the Prime

Mysterious new arrivals 


Many of us noticed that shortly before or 
shortly after the leadership change that took 
place in the BNP in 1999 a number of new 
figures emerged in the party, of whom little 
or nothing had been known previously; and 
many of these graduated quickly to senior 
positions. Where were they coming from? 
What was their motivation? Were they with 
us to help or hinder? 

Absolutely certain answers to these 
questions cannot be supplied, but it was 
noticeable that virtually all of these people 
aligned themselves decisively with the so- 
called ‘modernising’ faction in the party 
which had gained the ascendancy through 
the leadership change. 

In what limited contact I had with these 
people one thing struck me vividly. Their 
arrogance and conviction in the rightness of 
their attitudes was astounding. Most of them 
were young enough to be my children, and 
some even my grandchildren. Their practical 
experience of the nationalist struggle was at 
no more than apprentice level. Yet they 
spoke to me about political ideology and 
tactics as if they were experienced achievers 
with battle honours under their belts and I a 
young lad just out of school. Just where had 
they learned all this stuff? At an MI5 training 
college perhaps? Or were they just wired up 
that way? One of these explanations is not 
necessarily exclusive of the other. 

In previous articles I have focused on the 
various policy and presentational gimmicks 
that have been employed, allegedly with the 
object of making the BNP more ‘electable’: a 
Sikh newspaper columnist; a Jewish 
candidate (and later councillor); a Asian 
spokesman on a TV party political broad- 


cast; declarations that the party would be 
satisfied with the permanent presence of 
ethnic minorities in Britain, providing there 
were not too many of them. I could go on. 

I have never believed that these inno- 
vations made more than 0.01 per cent 
difference either to our election results or to 
our recruitment. On the other hand, they 
have been hugely divisive to the party 
internally, with large numbers of members, 
including some of our best activists, quitting 
it in disgust. Is this just folly — the lack of 
intelligent political calculation of gain and 
loss? Or is it deliberate — a quite cynical 
manoeuvre aimed at alienating the genuine 
nationalists within and without and turning 
the BNP into nothing better than a neutered 
Tory pressure group? I am in no doubt 
myself as to the answer to these questions. I 
hope that what is written here will lead 
others to think about them seriously. Let us 
remember the words of the ‘Yard source’ 
back in 1999. “We plan to close down these 
organisations...”” One way to close down an 
organisation is to divide it into fragments 
which, separately, exert almost zero influ- 
ence in national politics. This was what 
happened to the National Front at the end of 
the 1970s. Is it the strategy now being 
pursued with regard to the BNP? There is a 
great deal of evidence — albeit admittedly 
circumstantial — that it is. 

I have spoken earlier of the sacking and 
suspension of excellent organisers and 
branches. If this is not intended as a delib- 
erate act of sabotage of the party, it most 
certainly is operating to that effect. The 
pretext for this orgy of purges is the need to 
maintain internal party discipline. Well, 
there is no one more firmly committed to the 


principle of internal party discipline than I. 
But in an organisation of volunteers — very 
different from a branch of the armed forces — 
discipline cannot be imposed by bullying and 
coercion; it must be maintained with 
prudence, and it must begin with its ultimate 
arbiter — the top party leadership — winning 
respect and being seen to apply it disinter- 
estedly and with a view solely to the party’s 
welfare. This simply has not been happening 
in the BNP. Certain people have been 
‘chopped’ on purported disciplinary grounds, 
while others much more deserving of discip- 
linary action have been allowed to get away 
with almost anything they like — providing 
they show loyalty and willing subservience 
to the people currently in control. This is not 
a recipe for discipline and order in the party; 
it is one for self-destruction. 


Financial gravy train 

It is the time now to take another look at 
the BNP’s quite ludicrously inflated wage 
bill. I have asked the questions before: Who 
is being paid and how much? And whence is 
coming the money to keep this gravy train on 
the rails? The people bidding to take over the 
party in 1999 made one of their main cam- 
paigning issues a demand for transparency 
and accountability in the handling of party 
finances. Yet these present questions continue 
to be shrouded in secrecy. Why? 

I would suggest that the overriding 
reason for the payments that are being doled 


out to so many party functionaries is that they 
are intended to keep them subservient and 
acquiescent in the numerous outrageous 
policy decisions that have been made over 
the past few years, a few examples of which I 
have highlighted. In any other circumstances 
there would have been a palace revolt at the 
top of the party, with numerous senior 
officers simply not being willing to accept 
what has been going on. Yet there has been 
an almost indecent compliance. Could it be 
that when promptings of rebellion stir in the 
inner conscience a_ self-reminder about 
bread-and-butter dependency stifles the urge. 
Thoughts about the mortgage or instalments 
on the motor car act as a brake on protest. 

I would strongly urge those in receipt of 
these emoluments to examine their con- 
sciences again. Can they reconcile their 
positions with personal honour and self- 
respect? Can they with sincerity condemn the 
‘bought’ politicians of the established parties 
when they have their feet planted on the very 
same path? 

And I ask again: where is the money 
coming from? I remind those in control of 
their previous clamour for transparency. 
Where is the transparency here? 


No to new party! 

As I write these words, many still urge 
me to take the lead in forming a new party. 
As has happened in the past, I refuse to take 
that step. All previous experience counsels 


against it. Indeed I am convinced that it has 
been the intention and hope that I would 
launch and lead a breakaway movement 
from the BNP that explains so much of what 
has been happening — both to the party itself 
and to me personally. But I simply do not 
intend to play these people’s game. The 
name of the game is divide-and-conquer. It 
made Nationalism in Britain impotent for so 
many years. It is the hope and prayer of those 
who seek to keep things this way. 

And just as I would be playing our 
enemies’ game by consenting to the setting 
up of a breakaway party, so also are those 
who on grounds of principle and protest 
have let their party subscriptions lapse, and 
have thus disenfranchised themselves with 
regard to action for internal change. If you 
aren’t a member you can’t vote. And if you 
can’t vote you’re going to leave things as 
they are. Here I risk offending some of my 
staunchest friends and allies by saying that 
this kind of abstention boils down to a form 
of self-indulgence. It is precisely what is 
wanted by the people who are steering the 
BNP — whether by intention or under 
manipulative forces of which they have no 
knowledge — to self-destruction. You may 
not like sending these people money at 
renewal time. Nor do I. But it is an utterly 
necessary procedure if the BNP is to be 
saved. 

With these thoughts I wish a happy new 
year to all those genuinely devoted to the 
cause of race and nation. 


November 27th saw Lincoln hold its first 
nationalist meeting for a year. Set at a 
beautiful venue in the Lincolnshire country- 
side just outside the city, it was attended by 
nearly 50 nationalists from the BNP, NF and 
other groups. 

The meeting was chaired by Mick 
Holmes, who had been the BNP Lincolnshire 
Organiser until he became the next victim to 
be used and then expelled without a thought 
by the current BNP leadership. Mick had had 
his membership terminated over a couple of 
minor matters but everyone knew that the 
real reason was that he had chosen to 
arrange a meeting where John Tyndall 
would be speaking. It was this that necess- 
itated the meeting not being made an official 
BNP event. 

Mick opened the meeting with a speech 
about the current lack of leadership and 
direction in the BNP, and the background to 
his expulsion. 

Next to speak was Peter Rushton, who 
described at length the current style of 
hypocritical tyranny with which Nick Griffin is 
running the BNP, giving many examples of 
the megalomaniacal behaviour and general 
downright slipperiness of Nick Griffin. It was 
interesting to hear how Nick seemed to set a 
pattern of destroying any organisation he

changes his principles and allegiances like a 
chameleon. Peter made a good point when 
he asked just how long Nick could carry on 
expelling anybody in the party who didn’t 
agree with him, and why Griffin couldn’t cope 
with differences of opinion in his party whilst 
this is the norm in all political parties. Many 
thanks to Peter Rushton for travelling in to 
speak at short notice. 

The finale was John Tyndall’s speech, 
which covered all the country’s ills since

World War Two. He dealt with the current 
state of the nation, and in particular the 
hypocrisy and sickness of its current leaders 
in sending its boys out to fight and die in 
Iraq, whilst allowing an alien invasion at 
home! He suggested these troops would be 
better placed on our borders for added 
security. In closing, he made it clear to all 
that with the current immigration/asylum 
cancer this country is suffering, the BNP has 
never been better placed to gain public 
support, and so there is no need whatsoever 
to have a Sikh in one of our party political 
broadcasts, no need to have non-European 
election candidates and definitely no reason 
to have non-Whites in the party.

PERCEPTION is all — or almost all. 
Perception can be shaped and 
moulded through conditioning by the 
mass media, which unkind folk might 
prefer to call ‘brainwashing’. We, 
playing ‘follow my leader’ to the 
Americans, are now part of what is 
termed a “War against Terror.” While 
involved in this war, we can afford to 
send forth large convoys of vehicles 
to some remote desert at the same 
time as NHS dentistry crumbles at 
home and water bills rise to extort- 
ionate levels. If these trends con- 
tinue, maybe we can look forward to 
seeing an ‘élite’ of Mandelson clones 
in smart suits lording it over grubby, 
toothless proles! 

But this not the first ‘War on Terror’. 
Sixty years ago, Germany and the other 
Axis powers were convinced that they 
were fighting a war against terror. 

The French Resistance were termed 
‘terrorists’: even RAF Bomber Command 
pilots were referred to as terrorflieger. 
The Soviet partisans were seen as 
terrorists who had slain several hundred 
thousand German soldiers. Looming 
over all this was the perceived Judaic 
role in Communism, which had almost 
annihilated the old, predominately 
Germanic, ruling élite in Russia. Accord- 
ing to Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the chief 
concentration camp boss supervising 
this slaughter was Naftaly Frenkel, a 
Turkish Jew. 

Indeed, the association of certain 
highly placed Jews with Communism 
wasn't just a perception of the Germans, 
but a reality noted by many different 
commentators. A novel such as John 
Buchan’s The Thirty Nine Steps used 
that fact as a plot background. Eric 
Hobsbawm recorded in one of his 
histories that the small Egyptian 
Communist Party had an almost wholly 
Jewish membership. Writing in the 
1950s, Daily Telegraph foreign corres- 
pondent Lovat F. Edwards commented 
that Communism had very little appeal 
to Arabs because they were inclined to 
equate it with ‘Judaisation’. 

Today the US régime goes to war, 
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Our picture of what constitute ‘atrocities’, 
says IAN BUCKLEY, depends entirely on how 
things are reported in the mass media 


and justifies slaughter and destruction 
on a massive scale by a perceived 
‘offence’, but are its reasons less con- 
vincing than those of the Germans in 
World War II? | have written myself on 
the many anomalies surrounding the 
September 11th attacks (see Spear- 
head, No 423). From the five dancing 
Israelis filming the collapsing Twin 
Towers to a crashing aircraft at the 
Pentagon that leaves no debris or lawn 
damage, almost nothing makes sense if

we follow the official story. Indeed, the 
wackiest conspiracy theory of all now 

seems to be that it was all planned and 
perpetrated by a man with a beard and 
turban stuck in a fortified Afghan cave. 


NO TOP AMERICANS KILLED 


Then again, while Germans such as 
Ernst von Rath and Wilhelm Gustloff fell 
to the bullets of ‘Jewish extremist’ terror- 
ists, no American politicians or officials 
have been shot down by ‘Islamic 
extremist’ gunmen from the possibly 
semi-mythic Al Qaeda. We are also 
expected to surrender our ancient 
liberties in favour of ID cards and iris 
scans, when Al Qaeda has caused no 
injuries or damage in this country what- 
ever. This is in stark contrast to the IRA, 
or even the Irgun, who blew up Rex 
Farran and injured three postmen in 
Britain during 1946. 


Beyond this, there are no connec- 


tions between Al Qaeda and Iraq, and 


never were outside the fevered minds of 
Perle and Co. In fact, recommended 
reading for everyone should be How the 
US helped create a monster, by John 
Clarke, which appeared a few years ago 
in the Irish Examinen. 

Yet this flimsy excuse has been used 


to wreak a trail of havoc and destruc- 
tion. At Fallujah, US forces bombed 


hospitals, cut off water supplies to 


civilians and used napalm bombs. Like 
their Israeli twins, snipers have targeted 
not only insurgents but also old men, 
women and children. Seventeen doctors 
and nurses were even gunned down as 
they attempted to cross the Euphrates 
to aid the wounded. Civilians have been 
shot as they attempted to wave white 
sheets to surrender. The entire country- 
side has been poisoned by depleted 
uranium shells. Germans were hanged 
or given long prison sentences after 
World War Il, often for doing much, 
much less than has been perpetrated in 
Iraq over the past year or two. 

But the neo-con journalist Ralph 
Peters, writing in the New York Post 
took a sanguine view of the Fallujah 
slaughter, saying that:- 

“We don’t need more complaints 


about our treatment of prisoners from 
the global forces of appeasement. 


We need terrorists dead in the dust. 
And the world needs to see their 
corpses... 

“Even if Fallujah has to go the way of 
Carthage, reduced to shards, the 
price will be worth it. We need to 
demonstrate our strength of will to 
the world, to show that there is only 
one possible result when madmen 
take on America.” 


Incidentally, I’ve read through quite a 
number of articles in the German war- 
time magazine Signal and never 
managed to find anything remotely as 
bloodthirsty as this NYP piece. Has the 
USA reverted to the thinking behind the 
Book of Joshua and the injunction to 
“destroy everything that breathes“? 

What’s happened in Iraq since the 
fall of Saddam has been simply disgus- 
ting — more or less the murder of an 
entire society. 


THE MAN RESPONSIBLE 


The article Apocalypse Now?2, by 
Jonathan Mark, published in The Jewish 
Week, had some remarkable things to 
say about the man with ultimate respon- 
sibility for prosecuting the so-called ‘War 
against Terror’. Although — at times — 


coming over a lot like an ‘anti- Semitic’ 
parody, the essay was worthy of note for 
revealing the thinking of some leading 
lights of the Lubavitch movement. 
Before you read the quote, it should be 
explained that the word ‘Ishmael’ 
symbolises the Arab and Muslim 
peoples, just as ‘Esau’ indicates 
Christians and Europeans. It goes:- 


We usually think our ultimate enemy 
is Esau,’ says Rabbi Butman, of the 
metaphorical representative of 
Christianity. ‘Here, we see it is Ish- 
mael. Esau — the president and the 
Christian right — support us and Ish- 
mael is the culprit we’re going to 
break now.’ 

“Jewish religious conservatives aren't 
nervous; they’re delighted. Radio talk 
show host, Dennis Prager, writing for 
Jewish World Review, an Orthodox 
online magazine, says, ‘To the extent 
that one is ever able to see the hand 
of God in history... | believe that 
either divine intervention or good luck 
on the magnitude of a lottery win 
explains George W. Bush’s rise to 
the position of president.’ Bush is 
‘remarkable,’ Rabbi Fund tells The 
Jewish Week, ‘the ultimate Shabbas 


Goy’.”3 


There you have it: the ‘ultimate 
Shabbas Goy’ has presided over a 
holo- caust of some 100,000 Iraqis, plus 
over 1,000 of his own troops. 

Yet finally it all comes down, as it 
usually does, to money, power and 
(dis)information. Neither the BBC or 
NBC will never reveal the truth, so the 
misinformed and easily deceived can 
still go on believing in a nice clean War 
against Terror’, against all those evil 
men who hate our freedoms, blah 
blah... There could be endless TV docu- 
mentaries on the expulsion of the 
Palestinians, or memorials and 
museums of the Iraqi Holocaust, but 
there are none.

MADHOUSE BRITAIN 


A SUSPECTED Afghan warlord arrested in 
Streatham, South London, must stand trial 
for a second time at the Old Bailey, leaving 
the British taxpayer with a bill of £5 million. 

A jury failed to reach a verdict against 
Faryadi Zardad, who is accused of torture in 
Afghanistan. 

The retrial is unlikely to start until next 
summer because bad weather conditions in 
the Afghan hills mean that it will be very 
difficult to contact many of the Crown’s 
witnesses. Diplomats must then ensure that 
they arrive at the British Embassy in Kabul 
and give evidence by means of a live video 
link. This is the first trial in British legal 
history concerning torture and kidnapping to 
be heard outside the country where they are 
alleged to have taken place. Just how any of 
this is Britain’s business is not explained.

CONCERNED about the image of his officers in 
the Hampshire Police, Chief Constable Paul 
Kernaghan introduced a new dress code which 
includes the banning of policemen from wearing 
earrings on duty. But this clampdown has 
prompted homosexual officers to protest that it 
amounts to ‘anti-gay’ discrimination.

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A WAR OF WORDS 


ON September 6, 1967 in the MacLean’s Review 
magazine the Communist Abraham Feinberg wrote:- 


“Until we learn to fight our ingrown fears of sexual relations 
between the races the end of the race problem will not be in 
sight. Only when we no longer raise our eyebrows at the sight 
of a Negro holding hands with a White girl will the West have 
begun to tear the racial poison from its yitals. Such a change 
will involve the inside-out remodelling of the White psyche, 
for our fear of mixed marriages is deeply rooted. But the 
change must begin sometime; why not now? If anything, the 
law should encourage, not forbid, the intermingling of 
bloods... one world, one race... the deliberate encouragement 
of interracial marriage is the only way to hasten this process. 
The dominance of our world has begun to shift, like cargo in a 
listing vessel, from the White race to the Coloured.” 


In 1922 the Communist Leader Zelenkov stated in 
Moscow:- 


“We must create a climate of anti-nationalism and anti-racial- 
ism amongst Whites. We must reduce patriotism and pride of 
race to meaningless abstractions and make racialism a dirty 
word... world government in four generations.” 


This has all been done so successfully that the white race of 
peoples now caves in, buckles under and is forced into silence 
by the use of the fraudulent construct ‘racist’ — a deceit which, 
as a consequence of its impact upon White Western European 
civilization, must be regarded as one of the greatest frauds in 
history. 

This propaganda from the past, now the accepted wisdom 
in ‘liberal’ societies, completely dismisses the importance of 
white racial self-preservation, while elevating to much higher 
importance the notion that “six million” died in the concen- 
tration camps operating in the Second World War. 

Another Communist, Israel Cohen, in his book A Racial 
Programme for the Twentieth Century, wrote that the plan 
should be deliberately to promote the Negro as a means of 
destroying white society. Yet another, Karl Marx (real name 
Moses Mordecai Levi), financed by a rich Communist called 
Engels, revealed the movement’s inner plans as early as 1850 
in The Communist Manifesto, when he wrote of the need for 
the “abolition of the family, countries and nationalities, 
together with all religion and all morality.” Only the blind 
cannot see that this is exactly the policy being vigorously 
promoted and advanced today by our present prostituted 
Government. 


INVENTED LANGUAGE 


The inside-out remodelling of the White psyche is 
evidenced quite clearly by the use of, among other things, 
language invented specifically to have us occupy a defensive 
rather than an attacking position against an evil agenda, an 
agenda that forces us to be tolerant of those very things which, 
bit by bit, are being used, deliberately and by stealth, to 
destroy our very existence. 

The agenda, via the intensive use of television, newspapers 
and the cinema, is to remodel our view of the world via a 
process called ‘reverse psychology’. The politicians and their 
hidden backers have invented this language and then used 
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their media friends to aid them in the necessary process of 
conditioning us into accepting it. To illustrate, a ‘phobia’ is a 
legitimate fear of heights or, say, spiders. It is therefore a 
recognised medical condition. Our enemies have identified 
this word, hijacked it and corrupted it, as they have with so 


much of our language, and added homo-, xeno- and Islamo- to 
it. So now if you don’t approve of homosexuality, coloured 
immigration or Islam you have a psychological disorder! In 
other words, you are homophobic, xenophobic or an Islamo- 
phobe. So you see how our enemies, having now manu- 
factured their arsenal of new words, of which ‘phobia’ is only a 
very tiny part, have reversed our whole concept of morality 
and enabled themselves to adopt an offensive rather than a 
defensive posture against which the unguarded are very 
vulnerable. 

Our enemies have, in their pursuit of the moral high 
ground, even had the temerity to hijack God himself! And in

their attempts to legitimise their multi-racialist, globalist 
credentials they claim that he is one of them, that is to say a 
“citizen of the world,” in the sense that he — to quote — “loves 
everyone”! However, in Malachi, Chapter 1, 3, in the Old 
Testament it states quite clearly that: “God hated Esau”! So 
even God, it seems, can hate! So again you see how easy it is to 
expose their frauds, and in this particular case their lies. 


POWER OUT OF CHAOS 


Of course, our enemies know the truth, as we do. Their use 
of this deviant language is simply a tool to aid them in their 
agenda of creating the anarchy they need to acquire power 
over us. This power will quite naturally gravitate towards 
them from the chaos which they have deliberately created! 
Essentially then, what we must do is take back the ground 
which we have ceded to our enemies by recognising these 
invented and fraudulent expressions, and then beginning the 
process of dismantling and exposing them along the lines set 
out above. If this is done properly we should be able to 
exorcise and cast out their evil and deviant language, thereby 
re-occupying the moral high ground for ourselves. Only then 
can we begin to win over the hearts and minds of our kinfolk. 

All that having been said, we must also recognise that we 
are engaging our enemies on territory which is entirely of their 
own creation. It is a virtual-reality world of invented words, 
phrases and fake morals; a world over which they have total 
control; a world where nature’s laws have no place; an 
artificial world where they reign supreme; a world where they 


enjoy watching us writhing like salted slugs attempting to 
grapple with their meaningless and invented verbiage; a world 
where they delight in watching us consume our valuable time 
and energy reading and filling in their meaningless and unim- 
portant pieces of paper; a world where we willingly wrap 
ourselves up in ethnic-minority-dominated, dumbed-down 
television programmes, deliberately distracted, while they get 
on with the much more serious business of destroying our race 
our culture and our children’s future. 

Fundamental laws of nature are what govern existence on 
this planet of ours, and integral to those laws is that only the 
fittest and strongest of the species survive. To win and to beat

These are all truths our 
political masters would much prefer to keep hidden away from 
the masses; for it is knowledge of these truths that will 
ultimately destroy them.

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THE EUROPEAN UNION is now commun- 
ist in all but name. Ignore all those 
books and articles that say that the EU 
is becoming ‘Fascist’ or has a ‘Nazi’ 
mentality. Whatever the 20th century 
fascists tried to promote, it was cert- 
ainly not a mixed-race society. 

lf Europe is now a multi-cultural entity 
of 400 million people, it can only mean 
that totalitarianism rules, because the 
people have never given their consent to 
what has happened to them. Totalitarian- 
ism is characterised by a concentration of 
power at the centre and the imposition of 
certain ideological ‘norms’ on whole popu- 
lations, if necessary by compulsion. The 
sad truth is that Europe has never seemed 
to escape from totalitarianism. The liberal 
élite that currently run the place - for so 
long denouncing such excesses in the 
former communist régimes - are no 
different in kind. Like other régimes, they 
justify their centralism with appeals to 
‘peace’, ‘justice’ and ‘equality’, and they 
are sustained by some kind of inner 
strength that comes from enforced collec- 
tive solidarity. 

As one writer put it, “Here we go again 
- down the same Orwellian road.” In every 
case, the ruling classes despise democ- 
racy because it is unpredictable, so they 
ditch it and implement policies simply 
because they have the power to do so. 
But they also do it to ensure that, through 
adroit manipulation of the agencies of 
social control, their totalitarian systems 
are described over and over again, ad 
infinitum, as ‘democratic’, like vice paying 
tribute to virtue. 


AGAINST NATION-STATE 

Like the old Soviet Union, the EU aims 
to create a new historic entity, and to 
make citizens forget their original nation- 
alities and ethnic traditions. The nation- 
state was supposed to ‘wither away’ 
under Communism, as it is Supposed also 
to do in the EU. Above all, recent events 
show that is there is an overt attack on 
Christian values, the hallmark of white 
European civilisation. Nothing could be 
more indicative of the way that the Euro 
élites want to destroy our Germanic, Celtic 
and Graeco-Roman heritage than the way 
that Professor Buttiglione, the former 
Italian commissioner, was treated. He is a

some kind of permanent ‘modernising’ 
revolution which has already transformed 
European societies within the memory of 
most of us (this revolution has taken less 
than 30 years). 

Communism was based on the justific- 
ation of monumental global thieving. Its 
practitioners believed in the global redis- 


countries to which they have not contrib- 
uted. 

In like manner, vast numbers of indig- 
enous groups in the former Soviet Bloc 
were robbed of their ancestral rights. 
Millions had their farm holdings confis-

regions of the Soviet hinterland to create 
huge ethnic problems and resentments. 

‘White flight’ is similarly a form of inter- 
nal displacement of indigenous present- 
day Europeans, who are being increas- 
ingly dislodged from their own historic 
cities to the outlying hinterlands of their 
own countries by the incoming flood of 
immigrants. 

Furthermore, the new ethnic minority 
classes can see what is happening, and 
can't believe their luck. As government 
agencies become more remote from 
democratic control, they become a magnet 
for loud-mouthed caucuses and ethnic 
egotists who wish to bypass democratic 
accountability and lie about the true 
situation that is arising in Europe. They 
are beginning, like the Arabs in France, to 
form themselves into ethnic/political 
pressure groups seeking special privileges 
as racial groups, rather than as individual 
stand-alone migrants seeking a better life. 


TROJAN HORSE COMMISSION 


In Britain this is encouraged by the 
setting up of the powerful Commission for 
Racial Equality (CRE), which is pushing for 
an extra-large political representation of 
ethnic groups in all the major professions 
in the country, including the police, civil 
service and armed forces. In particular, 
the CRE seeks influence over the media, 
where it can exert even further totalitarian 
control over the values and attitudes of 
this country, and reinforce the lie that 
Britain is and always has been a ‘multi- 
cultural society’. Just watch BBC news any 
evening and you will see what is already 
happening. 

In other words, the white élites who run 
Europe have done what no other race in 
history has done: allowed foreign minor- 
ities to exploit European institutions for 
their own ethnic advantage, and to the 
disadvantage of themselves, the 
indigenous ancestral Europeans. 

Many immigrants feel they have to lie 
about why they are in Europe; they have 
to give themselves legitimacy, try to stifle 
their own feelings of rootlessness and 
limit any confusion about their own 
identity.

ing in multi-cultural Europe is perfectly 
normal and will be the trend of the future. 
On the contrary, it is extremely abnormal 
- even pathological - since it doesn’t 
apply at all to the burgeoning super- 
powers of the world: the Indians and 
Chinese, who think that we Europeans are 
mad to destroy ourselves racially in the 
way we are doing. If the EU leaders think 
multi-culturalism and ethnic strife is going 
to strengthen their societies econ- 
omically and politically, they've got 
another think coming. 

Just look at the brash arrogance that a 
black hip-hop resident of Sweden recently 
displayed to a naive US journalist, who 
printed his crazy remarks with full 
approval. “I’m Swedish, definitely, and 


more so now,” he lied. “Sweden,” he went 
on, “has a very clear picture of what a 
Swede is, but one that no longer exists - 
the blond, blue-eyed physical traits. That’s 
changing. But it still exists in the minds of 
some people.” 

You bet it does! But the arrogance, 
reverse racism and immature insecurity 
that this guy is prepared to reveal to the 
world comes, let us remember, with the 
full support of the western white liberal 
élites - the kinds of élites who control 
what goes into your newspaper. 

Vladimir Bukovsky, a Russian expat- 
riate with first-hand experience of totalit- 
arianism, predicts that the EU will coll- 
apse (mercifully) like the USSR did, under 
its own weight of imperial over-stretch 
and growing economic inefficiency. But it 
will leave immense destruction behind, 
along with huge ethnic problems. 

One could go further. What is happen- 
ing now is the commission of political 
crimes of an even worse nature than took 
place under Communist régimes. Soviet 
and Asiatic Communists - the Stalins, 
Maos and Pol Pots of the 20th century - 
killed millions of their own people, but at 
least there was an opportunity for the 
decimated populations to regenerate 
themselves later through procreation of 
their own kind (albeit that the modern 
Russians have not made a very good job 
of it, largely because of the grinding 
poverty that Communism left behind). 

On the other hand, the present rulers 
of the EU have made sure that, through 
continued non-European immigration and 
the high birthrate of the newcomers, the 
indigenous populations of the European 
countries are being systematically ethnic- 
ally cleansed in large parts of their home- 
lands, and will soon become minorities 
there. But that, it seems, is the whole 
idea.

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INDIVIDUALISM: THE POISONED 


CHALICE OF WHITE SOCIETIES 


FREEDOM of the individual is an idea 
deeply ingrained in present-day 
Conservative thinking, just as it was 
in the thinking of 19th century Liber- 
als. Today no mainstream political 
party or creed fails to incorporate 
this idea into its statement of beliefs 
- and not as something tucked away 
obscurely among the small print but 
as a major article of faith to be 
trumpeted at every opportunity. 

With the ideal of individual freedom 
there is nothing wrong; but how high we 
place it in our order of priorities tells the 
world much about the way we think. Is 
it to be the foremost among political 
aims? Or is it to be viewed in balanced 
perspective along with others, such as 
national unity, social solidarity and 
tribal cohesion? There is obviously a 
point at which the pursuit of personal 
freedom can become prejudicial to 
group interests, even to group survival. 
Where do we draw the line in such 
things so that there is a harmony 
between the individual and the collect- 
ive will? 

In most Western societies this line 
tends to be drawn at a location which 
yields enormous space to individual 
sovereignty and only the tiniest space to 
the idea of a group ethic and duty. It is 
assumed that the individual should be 
as free as possible — just as long as his 
exercise of freedom does not interfere 
with the freedom and rights of his 
neighbour. Our laws are framed accord- 


ingly. 


But in many other societies priorities - 


are different. It is assumed that the 
collective and social good is absolutely 
paramount, so that laws are dedicated 
to this aim. Individual freedoms may 
then be allowed, not so much as rights 
but more as concessions, always with 
limits, and dependent on duties, social 
and national, being fulfilled. 


How others prosper 


We owe it to a Muslim writer, Bik 
Patel, that these contrasts have recently 
been highlighted.

selfishness in a communal effort 


non-Western societies, most notably in 
Muslim cultures where there are strong 
ingroup-outgroup sensibilities,” and: 
“Non-Western collectivist societies are 
much more efficient than Western 
(individualistic) societies at keeping 
Jews in a powerless position where they 
do not pose a competitive threat.” Patel 
then proceeds to the theme of ‘ethno- 
centrism’ and quotes a Jewish writer 
Stephen Levinson on the subject thus:- 


“Ethnocentrism is based on a 
pervasive and rigid ingroup-out- 
group distinction; it involves stereo- 
typed negative imagery and hostile 
attitudes regarding out-groups, 
stereotyped positive imagery and 
submissive attitudes regarding 
ingroups, and a hierarchical, 
authoritarian view of group inter- 
action in which ingroups are rightly 
dominant, outgroups subordinate.” 


This, of course, is a truly remarkable 
piece of verbiage which, stripped to 
essentials, means that the members of 
the indigenous host society put their 
own people first, that they place their 
own kindred on a higher plane of im- 
portance than outsiders, and that they 
relegate the latter to a subordinate 
position. This is in fact the way that 
tribal groups, including even Western 
ones, have thought and behaved across 
the ages. It is the natural order of things, 
about which no one should complain. 
The weakening of this instinct among 
people of the West in modern times is 
consequential only upon that perver- 
sion of the instincts which we know as 
‘liberalism’ gaining a special foothold in 
Western thinking which has not been 
paralleled elsewhere. 

And to what do we owe this growth? 
That is a complex question which does 
not permit simple answers, but Patel 
gives a hint of one factor, no doubt 
among numerous others, which 
deserves to be considered. He says:- 

“Levinson clearly believes that 


ethnocentrism is a sign of psych- 
iatric disorder, and that identifi- 


cation with humanity is the epitome 
of mental health, but he never 
draws the obvious inference that 
Jews themselves are unlikely to 
identify with humanity, given the 
importance of ingroup-outgroup 
distinctions so central to Judaism.” 


In other words, do as we say, not as 
we do! And Mr. Patel stresses the matter 
again:- 


“Leftism among Jews has func- 
tioned as a means of de-emphas- 
ising the importance of the Jewish- 
Gentile distinction among Gentiles 
while nevertheless allowing for its 
continuation among Jews.” 


And:- 


“It is of some historical interest to 
note that an important feature of 
the rhetoric of German anti-Semites, 
for example Paul Lagarde, through- 
out the nineteenth century into the 
Weimar period was that Jews advo- 
cated political reforms such as 
liberalism, which opposed struct- 
uring society as a highly cohesive 
group, at the same time as they 
themselves retained an extra- 
ordinary group cohesiveness that 
enabled them to dominate 
Germans. 

“During the Weimar period the Nazi 
propagandist Alfred Rosenberg 
complained that Jews advocated a 
completely atomised society while 
at the same time exempting them- 
selves from this process. Whereas 
the rest of society was to be pre- 
vented from participating in highly 
cohesive groups, the Jews ‘would 
retain their international cohesive- 
ness, blood ties and spiritual unity’ 
(Ascheim 1985, p. 239).” 


Fragmenting role 


This would seem to suggest that 
organised Jewry has played a partic- 
ularly active role in promoting the 
concept of society as a mere aggregate 
of self-absorbed individuals, with no 
ties binding them together except, 
perhaps, the circumstance of their 


dwelling within a defined area and 
bound to a degree of co-operation for 
mutual convenience and to make living 
generally easier. This would certainly fit 
the ingroup-outgroup ethic that is 
central to Jews and a vital part of their 
self-perceived survival mechanism. It is 
one of the oldest strategies of warfare: 
maintain order in one’s own camp 
while encouraging chaos in the rival 
camp. As long as the leaders of Jewry - 
though not necessarily all their flock - 
conceive themselves as being in a 
perpetual state of war with the rest of 
mankind, no other strategy is to be 
expected. Much the same dual code can 
be seen in the promotion of multi- 
racialism and cosmopolitanism among 
Gentiles, especially Europeans, while 
Jews are encouraged to maintain their 
racial exclusiveness. Here Patel quotes 
Wilmot Robertson in The Dispossessed 
Majority:- 

“Any organised minority with a 

given amount of intelligence can 

obtain supremacy over a disorgan- 

ised majority of equal intelligence. A 

race-conscious population is far 

more effective and successful in 

most forms of endeavour than a 

race-unconscious population 

group. Racial spirit, like team spirit, 

stimulates victory in all types of 

competition, athletic or political, 

intellectual or social. If the majority 

were as race-conscious as the 

Jewish minority and had half as 

many organisations working for it, 

Jewish predominance in America 

would disappear overnight. Where 

Jews diverge most sharply from the 

majority, aside from important 

personality differences, is in having 

a higher degree of ethnocentrism, 

not a higher degree of intelligence. 

To put it in a different perspective, 

Jewish power may derive as much 

or more from Majority weakness 

and disorganisation as from Jewish 


strength.” 


All true, but perhaps more is needed 
to explain the deeply individualistic 
strand in the outlook of what Robertson 
has termed the ‘Majority’ than the 
artificial stimulus of Jewish propaganda 
against Gentiles. Are we naturally ‘wired 
up’ that way, and is there therefore 
nothing that can be done about it? 


The European genius 


It is certainly a fact that European 
(including of course Euro-American) 
world supremacy has been founded 
very largely on the quite unique reser- 
voirs of human genius to be found 
among ethnically European peoples. If 
all the major fields of human activity are 
to be examined - science and techno- 
logy, invention, industrialism, agricul- 
ture, medicine, politics, war, discovery

and the arts —- are examined, European 
pre-eminence in achievement is so 
overwhelming as to leave the remainder 
of humanity many miles behind; and 
this is not ignoring the recent progress 
in industrialisation and economic 
performance shown by East Asians, 
using techniques almost wholly reliant 
on European innovators. 

So much of this human activity — if 
not indeed most of it — has originated in 
the personal initiative shown by a few 
exceptional individuals, in whose 
imaginations great ideas germinated 
before others had thought of them. 
Teams, collective entities, committees 
did not think of the internal combustion 
engine, penicillin, the modern solar 
system or DNA testing — though given 
the emergence of the basic germ of the 
invention a degree of teamwork has 
sometimes assisted in its further devel- 
opment. Likewise, Beethoven’s Third 
Symphony and Shakespeare’s Hamlet 
have been the product of rare individual 
minds. Nothing approaching these 
works has come from other civilisations, 
at least in the modern context. 

Karl Benz built the first motor car in 
Germany in 1885. Now Japanese teams 
of factory workers, using collective 
intelligence and organisation, can build 
better cars, for the mass market at least, 
than anyone else in the world. This 
perfectly illustrates the difference 
between Western and Oriental mental 
traits. IQ tests put average Japanese and 
Chinese levels slightly above average 
European ones, though possibly not 
those of Northern Europeans. A good 
average intelligence — not genius — is the 
key to quality production of hi-tech 


products on the modern assembly line. 
It is the incidence of genius among 
Europeans that sets them above the rest 
of humanity; and genius is essentially 
an individual, not a collective, quality. 

It may thus be admitted that the 
greatness and power of the modern 
White World are largely the product of 
outstanding individuals, at first working 
on their own; and that only when their 
ideas have come to fruition have they 
enjoyed the endorsement and partic- 
ipation of those around them. 

This might, on first consideration, 
argue in favour of individualism as the 
guiding ethic for European societies. 
Leave individuals to do as they please, 
to follow their own egocentric inclin- 
ations, and this will result in a better life 
for all. Out of the activity of so many 
such individuals, each doing what he or 
she wants to do and without regard to 
any higher social or national obligation, 
will come the greatest good. That is the 
‘liberal’ prescription for Utopia. 


Whites on retreat 


But in all there is a huge snag. Today 
Europeans, with all their unmatched 
attributes, are on the retreat everywhere. 
The most outstanding feature of the past 
half-century has been the loss of White 
dominance, not only at a world level but 
at the level of the respective national 
societies formed and built by Whites. 
We are simply being dispossessed in, 
and of, our own countries. We talk of the 
United States super-power, but within 
America the Jewish lobby calls all the 
shots in politics and the media, and 
effectively tells Americans what to think 
and what to do. To get a measure of the 
omnipotence of this lobby we only have 
to look at the scale of American life 
being sacrificed in Irag - for no discern- 
ible American interest. In Britain the 
picture is much the same. 

In the meantime, racial minorities 
have been taking over the towns and 
cities of America, Britain and Europe - 
not only physically and residentially but 
also in terms of power in the town and 
city halls. And what have the indigen- 
ous White inhabitants - remember, the 
founders and builders of these countries 
— been doing while all this has been 
happening? They have been occupied 
with their own individual interests, 
making money for themselves and their 
families, following careers, pursuing 
ambition and achievement that is 
essentially personal, almost never tribal, 
national or racial. 

If Britons and other Whites are to 
have a future, they must somehow find 
a way of subordinating their individual 
desires to the good of the tribal whole. 
The alternative is extinction at the 
hands of less gifted peoples.

SIR: The Kyoto Accord might truthfully be 
described as just one more Marxist fraud.

SIR: Only five years ago our local news- 
paper ran on its front page an article saying: 
“Let's welcome them!” This was a reference 
to the red carpet being put out for 200 
asylum-seekers who would be arriving, 
uninvited, in our city. 

Today the authorities admit to over 6,000 
of these people. The local lefties, backed up 
by the local paper, run stories about Hull’s 
homeless, all said to be asylum-seekers who 
have had their applications to stay in the 
country turned down. 

Ordinary local folk in fact put the number 
here at well over 6,000. Whole streets have 
been taken over by the newcomers, mainly 
lragis who are said to have turned up 
penniless and are unable to work because 
they haven't the necessary permits. How- 
ever, many of them now run cafes, barber's 
shops, butcher's and grocery stores. These 
have created little ghettos all over the place. 

Meanwhile, knife crimes in the city have 
soared. There is gang warfare, sexual 
assaults and even murder among the people 
we are supposed to ‘welcome’. Of course, 
this crime rise has not only involved asylum- 
seekers; local criminals have contributed. 
However, what is noticeable is how the 
immigrant share in the rise has been greatly 
played down in terms of publicity. 

A perfect example was a gang battle on 
the local football club’s car park recently, 
when two rival gangs of Iraqis clashed. 
Several were knifed, and eye-witness 
reports said that men were carrying baseball 
bats and coshes. Lumps of wood and 
scaffolding poles were also used. Some of 
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the people involved had travelled from as far 
away as Leicester, so this was not a drink in 
a pub that got out of hand; it was planned. 
The local newspaper made the briefest 
possible mention of the battle, tucked away 
at the bottom of a column, and there was no 
follow up. Contrast this with a clash between 
Hull City and Huddersfield Town fans 
(Whites of course) at the end of last season. 
No one was stabbed and no weapons were 
seen. This was headlined several times in 
the local rag. There were many arrests and 
charges as a result of this incident, but no 
arrests or charges have been made 
following the battle among the Iraqis. This 
provides a perfect example of why locals 
believe that asylum-seekers are above the 
law.

These were 
not Russians but Mongols and other Asiatic 
troops. 

As we stood and looked at this scene, 
one of our men said: “Well, they had it 
coming to them,” but everyone else was 
silent. It was just impossible to feel any 
satisfaction at this devastation. 

This was all 59 years ago, but it was 
something which, once seen, was never to 
be forgotten.

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LEGAL FUND 


It has been necessary for us to reopen the Legal Fund, launched in 2003 for the purpose of covering legal 
expenses incurred in our editor’s challenge against his expulsion from the British National Party during that 
year. As most people will know, this challenge was successful: BNP Chairman Nick Griffin was forced to 
make an out-of-court settlement whereby Mr. Tyndall’s expulsion was annulled and he was reinstated. 

As reported in some detail on page 4 of this issue, Mr. Griffin has tried the same thing again. Mr. Tyndall 
was informed of his expulsion from the BNP following the sitting of a disciplinary tribunal which heard 
various charges against him on December 4th. The charges were issued and Mr. Tyndall suspended from 
party membership shortly following his announcement of his intention to challenge Mr. Griffin in an election 


for the BNP leadership. 


This matter has now been placed in the hands of a firm of solicitors, who will be making an application 
for judicial review of the case in London’s High Court. We are confident that the outcome will be the same as 


previously. 


In the meantime, however, some legal expenses are going to be incurred. Quite reasonably, the solicitors 
have requested an ‘up-front’ payment of £500.00 to begin proceedings, which has been sent. More will 
obviously be required before the case is concluded. We ask all supporters to give generously so that this 
action may be pursued to a victorious conclusion. One supporter — not a BNP member — has already got this 
fund off to a good start with a generous contribution of £100.00. 

If the action is successful and full costs are awarded the plaintiff, donors will be given the option of their 


money being returned.
